Kansas Crrv, Sept. 25.—The annual 
convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association met here to-day. The 
city is gaily decorated.

Overland Rates on Sagar.

Kansas Crry,.Sept. 25.—-The Inter- 
state Commission resumed its session 
to-day. The morning was devoted to 
hearing a witness in the case begun 
yesterday by Lehmann, Higginson & 
Go. of Humboldt, Kansas, against. tle 
Seutherr Pacific and other companies, 
im @hich it is charged they discrimmi- 
nated against them on freight charges 
on sugar shipped from San Francisco. 
The Commission went into the whole 
question of transcontinental rates and 
took a great mass of testimony. 
Vice-President Goddard of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe testified that 
that the rate charged by his road was 
not discriminating against the com- 
plainant ; that the rate to the Missouri 
was the same as the rates by water to 
the Missouri river points, in favor of 
which the complainants testified they 
were discriminated against. The rate 
was not made overland from San Fran- 
cisco to Humbolnt; therefore, al- 


though that city was néarer San Fran- 
Cisco than the Missouri river paiats, 
there was no discrimination. 


The International Congress.

WasHINGTON, Sept. 25. — Letters 
were mailed from the Department of 
State to-day informing the delegates 
to the International American Congress 
that they would be expected to report 
for organization to the Department of 
State at noon on October 2d. They 
will be received by Blaine, who will 
deliver an address of welcome. They 
will organize by the election of a Pres- 
ident, Vice-President and secretaries, 
and then proceed to the White House 
where they will be formally presented 
to the President. It is understood 
that Blaine intends to give them a 
dinner on the same evening. The 
delegates were also officially informed 
that the residence at 1,801 I street has 
been secured for the use of the Con- 
gress, and that subsequent meetings 
will be held there. They were also 


invited to make that house their head- 
quarters, where they will find writing, 
reading and consultation rooms ready 
for their use.

It would be a serious 
loss to Europe if the politicians of 
Washington should succeed in uniting 
the whole American continent in a 
territory surrounded by an insurmount- 
able customs barrier.’’ 

Comments from the papers of Paris 
and London and other chief cities of 
Europe all indicate that the commer- 
cial interests of Europe are waking up 
to the importance of this Congress, 
and are attempting by all means, fair 


and unfair, to prejudice it through 
Europe.

Hefore the sui was up the 
next morning we were on our way out, and 
it took us until ten o’clock that night to 
climb the wall of the canyon.”’
